Red Cross Center

The symbol of mercy on every battle-field, the Red 
Cross flag, now flies over Ridge. Point. 

It was raised at formal ceremonies Wednesday after- 
noon July 19 when the San Francisco Red. Cross dedicated 
a production and instruction center for Ridge Point women. 

The increased need for volunteer workers to provide 
many comforts and small necessities for our fighting men 
was described at the event by Mrs. Marshall Madison, Vice 
Chairman of Volunteer Special Services. 

The war offers a special challenge for every woman, 
Mrs. Madison declared, a challenge which they can meet by 
volunteering their spare time for Red Cross work. 

“With every victory overseas, 
there is a new price to be paid in 
deaths, wounds and suffering,” Mrs. 
Madison told the project residents 
Housing Authority officials and Red 
Cross Leaders at the ceremony. 

“If you want to help those men— 
many of them from your own fam- 
ilies—you can do much by making 
this Red Cross center a truly pro- 
ductive, successful unit.” 

The center, the thirteenth to be 
established locally was turned over 
to Ridge Pointers by Mrs. Horace 
Van Sicklen, Co-ordinator of Red 
Cross centers. Mrs. William P. 
Roth, Chairman of Volunteer Spe- 
cial Services, raised the flag after 
the Housing Authority’s Executive 
Director, John W. Beard, praised 
the splendid program offered by the 
Red Cross and promised the Au- 
thority’s complete support. ... 

In the center’s production room 
were displayed samples of knitting 
and sewing done by volunteers— 
thingts are needed in ever increas- 
ing quantities. They include cam- 
ouflage vests, scarfs, mittens, watch 
caps and sweaters fof men in com- 
bat. Also displayed were afghan 
rugs for convalescent servicemen 
in hospitals and layettes for child- 
ren of soldiers and sailors. 

“One entire room at the center 
, will be devoted to home nursing. 
Here volunteers will learn every- 
thing from means of making’ the 
sick room attractive by covering 
kleenex boxes and night stands in 
attractive materials, to methods of 
taking’ temperatures, recognizing

C. O. Wins Legion 
Of Honor Medal 


For his contribution toward completion of the tremen- 
dous Destroyer Escort program of 1943 ahead of schedule, 
Captain Norborne L. Rawlings, USN, Commanding Officer 
of the U. S. Naval Drydocks, Hunter’s Point has, been award- 
ed the Legion of Merit medal by Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Air Artemus Gates. Captain Rawling’s permanent 
home is in Lawrenceville, Va. 

The citation reads: ‘For exceptionally meritorius con- 
duct in the performance of outstanding services to the Gov- 
ernment of thé United States in planning the shipyards and 
building projects for a special program of speed production 
of Navy Destroyer Escorts for 1943. Exercising keen fore- 
sight. and expert technical judg- 


struction requirements for the 
program and effected essential. 
measures for creating, manning 
and supervising the necessary 


shipbuilding and manufacturing 
facilities. By his clear concep- 


splendid administrative ability, he 
contributed materially to the suc- 
‘cessful accomplishment of the tre- 
mendous task ahead of schedule.” 

This honor came almost simul- 
taneuosly with Captain Rawling’s 
promotion from officer-in-charge 
at the Drydock's to commanding of- 
ficer.

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Special Police 
Do Good Job 


Day in and day out, petty crimes 
and abuses crop up at Navy Point 
—hbut they’re kept at a minimum 
thanks to the project’s Special Po- 
lice Division. 

Headed by Mr. Lawrence McDan- 
iels, the force of seven officers 
maintains a constant vigil to pre- 
vent and quickly quell any disturb- 
ances and offenses that arise. 

Gambling, drinking, fights, petty 
theft, property damage—these are 
just a few of the problems they 
must handle. 


_ A report by McDaniels shows 
that petty theft is the most common 
abuse. To rifle apartments while 
their occupants are away the thieves 
usually force their way in through 
open windows or by breaking door 
locks with a ca'se-knife. However, 
by warning tenants to keep their 
locks in good shape and doing a 
little carpentry on bedroom doors, 
such thievery has been largely 
eliminated. 

Cooperating with the City Police 
Pawn-Shop detail, the Navy. Point 
officers have successfully recover- 
ed many of the stolen articles. 

Fights between tenants, are few 
and far between, according to Mc- 
Daniels, During a ninety day per- 
iod, only four occured. 

Patroling officers keep a con- 
stant eye out for gambling and 
drinking in the dormitories. Both of 
these occur often, but by constant 
watching, neither has been allowed 
to grow to a dangerous or detrimen- 
tal extent. However, when neces- 
sary, arrests have been made and 
the offenders turned over to the 
city police. 

All members of the police divi- 
sion are sworn in by the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department; and work 
closely with the larger force. On 
duty every week at Navy Point 
are: R. L, Head, R. R. Michaels, 
Floyd Cole, J. J. McCabe, A. J. Mar- 
tens and John Raiff.

Mr. and Mrs: John Carlson of 
Middle Point have seven good rea- 
sons to be proud. 

All of their four sons are in the 
Armed forces, and their two daugh- 
ters are both married to sailors 
fighting overseas. 

Right now, the Carlsons are cele- 
brating an event they awaited with 
much anguish for 22 months. It’s 


the return of one of their boys 
from Italy. 
He is. Sergt. Edwin Carlson, 


blond, smiling veteran of six major 
eampaigns in the Mediterranean 
War theater and holder of the Pur- 
ple Heart. 

Edwin was. attached to the fam- 
ous Third Division and “San Fran- 
cisco’s Own” Thirtieth Infantry. 

ft was after the. gruelling push 
through North Africa and Sicily 
when the Third had landed at An- 
zio that he was wounded. 

“We'd seen tough fighting around 
Cassino before we drove onto the 
Anzio Beachhead. There, after 22 
months of battling the Germans, I 
finally. became the bulls eye for 
some shrapnel.” 

The twenty-five year old hero 
wasn’t just wounded once, but three } 
times, and .all in two days. The 
first time his shoulder was injured. 
Undaunted, he kept fighting until 
the next day when shrapnel tore 
through both his legs and he was 
hospitalized. 

There followed months at hospit= 
als in Italy and on the East Coast, 
until last May 7 he was given a 
medical discharge and returned to 
his home at 116 East Point Road. 

The Sergeant’s older brother, Os- 
car, was also in on the North Afri- 
can campaign when he was serv- 
ing as a Quartermaster on a land-

Do you wish you had some one 
to leave your children with for an 
afternoon? — Or someone to visit 
you when you're sick, or some- 
where to go to really get acquaint- 
ed with your neighbors? 

The answers to all these ques- 
tions—and more—have been found 
by a group of Ridge Point women. 

Four months ago, a handful of 
them joined the first Neighborhood 
Circle of the Woman’s Society of 
Ridge Point Church. Since then, 
three other circles have been form- 
ed and the total membership has 
sprung well over 100. 


There’s no limit to the type of 
activities the groups go in for. The 
members help each other on home 
problems—such as caring for each 
others children—they visit sick 
Ridge Pointers, take them books 
and flowers and see that they get 
their meals; they invite guest 
speakers to their monthly meetings 
and become acquainted with San 
Francisco by taking occasional trip's 
to points of interest about the city. 


Behind this highly successful or- 
ganization is. a woman who has 
had many years of experience in 
forming Church groups. She is Mrs. 
Mabel Wagner, who, since the war 
started, has helped organize com- 
munity Chureh clubs in housing 
projects all over the nation as a 
representative of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. She started in this 
type of work after completing post 
graduate studies in Religious educa- 
tion and social service at Colum- 
bia University. She was attached 
to mission churches in New York, 
then. branched out to other Hast 
Coast. cities, to Alabama, and fin- 
ally to the West Coast.
